Beige Bay Needed 


-A strong effort is being made by 
property ‘owners south-west of town 
to have a traffic bridge built over 
the C. & E. railway line, the bridge 
to be built on thetown line in the 
rear of the Memorial Hospital, and 
connecting West .Red Deer with the 
town by a good road. 

The Local Improvement District 
has agreed to make a grant of $500 
towards the enterprise, and the 
Smith‘ Land Co., Botsford & Co. and 
a number of residents ofthe district, 
have promised an additional $1,500. 
But the bridge will cost about $5,000 
and the town is urged to make. a 
grant of at least $500 towards it. 
It is thought if the town will make 
this grant the Provincial Government 
can be induced to assist to the ex- 
tent of the balance. 

The present ‘entrance to the town 
from the south-west is most deplor- 
The hill is steep and danger- 
ous, the roadway near the track 
dark, dreary and often full of nasty 
mud holes, and the railway crossing 
is dangerous, the train headlights 
making it impossible for people to 
judge the distance trains are away. 

The bridge is a great necessity, and 
the town should make a grant to- 
wards its construction. It’ will be 
a town asset and will be a_ great 
convenience to the farming commun- 
ity and the travelling public gener- 
ally.

Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence up-| 


on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

Hoe asked’ the proprietors of cream- 
eries' to reach-out this year’ after 
permanent and profitable patrons. To 
do this, he said, two qualities were 
particularly required of the bass—in- 
tegrity and efficiency. He must give 
th@ patrons just vests, just weights, 
and just returns in every way, and 
in order to do this he must be a man 
of the highest integrity. Mr. Marker 
said he had received letters from 
wholesalers complaining that dairy 
butter was often short weight, and 
he sometimes found that these 
prints werg 12, 14 or 15 ounces in 
weight instead of the 16 ounces. 
BEST NONE TOO GOOD. 


As regards efficiency, he thought 
the best man available was none 
too good for any creamery. The 
profit is the difference between the 
cost of ‘production and the selling 
price. There were two ways to in- 
crease the profits—one was by reduc- 
ing the cost, and the other getting a 
better price for the finished article. 
These two points should be aimed at 
by the man in charge of the cream- 
ery in order that he show his effic- 
iency. The best markets should be 
sought, and it should be the aim of 
the creamery man to produce _ the 
best ‘article possible.

Tks 
new and wealthy continent—for Can- 
ada does not differ very materially 
from her Southern neighbor in this 
rezard—is shown to be a more work 
aday land than most of us imagine. 
Half the adult mates of the United 
States have an income of less than 
$500 a year. Three-quarters have 
while, as mentioned 
before, nine-tenths receive less than 
$890 a year. 

As to women workers, the figures 
are still less satisfactory, although 
the large number of those who are 
not dependent upon their earning: 
makes a substantial difference. Three- 
quarters af the working women of the 
United States get less than $500, 
while only one in twenty enjoys an 
income of over $600. 

These calculations, — if 
somewhat’ clash with our ideas about 
the United States being the land of 
hich wages, the diminished purchas- 
ing power of a dollar being consider- 
ed. It should be some consolation to 
those whose annual incomes fall be- 
low the $800 line that they belong 
to the overwhelming majority. This 
is a democratic country where every 
normal man is supposed to ~ work, 
and even among the hard workers 
fancy salaries are exceptional.

The action of the Dominion Senate 
in rendering abortive.a large par: of 
the work done by the House of Com- 
mons during the session just closed 
will do neither that body nor the 
Liberal party any good. : 

It should make the people of the 
country realize the folly of main- 
taining the upper chamber ‘as at 
present constituted. What right has 
it, composed as it is of men who 
have ouMlived their usefulness as 
members of the Commons or who 
have contributed most largely to the 
funds of the party that was in power 
for fifteen years, to defeat the pur- 
poses of ‘those who have come to 
their dutics with a mandate fresh 
from the people. 

From the time that the Liberals 
obtained g majority in the Senate, 
there was never the slightest sugges- 
tion of interfering with the course 
of important legislation. It was 
the tool of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, dur- 
ing all those years. This is what he 
proposes to make it now that he has 
been retired from the treasury 
benches. In throwing out the bill. 
sent up to it, the members have 
acted after consulting constantly 
with him. Sucha condition of things 
should not be tolerated in a, free 
country. 

lf we are to have an upper cham- 
ber it must stand for something in 
itself, not derive its whole life and 
who 
happens to have nominated the bulk 
of its members. 

One expected some-hing better from 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier than ‘such an 
ubuse of power acquired under such 
cireumstances. It is certain to count 
against him in the minds of those 
whose votes could send him back to 
office to such an extent as to make 
this quite impossible. His attitude 
is the crowning bit of folly of -~his 
earcer. f

Yet that body has chosen 
to so. disfigure it..as to make it im- 
possible for the government to accept 
it, thus opposing the will of ‘the 
clected representatives of the people. 

In the highways bill, which’ was 
another measure dealing with gov- 
ernment expenditure, the senate in- 
sisted, on amendments which were 
primarily for political effect, and 
which the senate, as a senate, had ‘no 
business to consider. Thus the ven- 
erable body succeeded in blocking 
the measure and withholdiag from 
the people of Canada for the next 
twelve months a project which would 
have been of the greatest usefulness 
to the entire country. 

When the Laurier government as- 
sumed: office the Senate was Con- 
servative in politics, and on several 
occasions it atbitrarily rejected gov- 
cinment measures for political pur- 
poses. Under the Borden administra- 
tion a Liberal senate is now doing. 
the same thing. There is no reason 
for more annoyance at the Liberal 
senate than at the Conservative sen- 
ate, but both incidents point to a 
necessity for a remedy. It is wrong 
in principle that Canadian legisla- 
tion supported by the people’s will 
should be thrown down by a body of 
men who are responsible to nobody 
for their decisions, and we believe 
the government will have the sup- 
port of both sides of politics if it 
takes early steps to reform the basis 
upon which the senate exists. ‘

The assessment 1s to be completed 
by aed 31st each year and the assess- 
ment roll.adopted by August .

In a case of appeals 
from Court of Revision to a judge all 
appeals shall be determined before 
September 15th. of each year. 


RATE OF TAXATION. 

The rates to be levied by the coun- 
‘cil in any one year shall not exceed 
20 mills (exclusive of debenture rat- 
es, school-rates and local improve- 
ment rates) upon the total value of 
the assessable’ property within the 
town. 

A discount of 5 per cent. may by 
resolution be allowed on prompt pay- 
ment of taxes, date to be fixed.

Wetzel 
is a New York professor who inyent-

and he hopes that it ‘will solve - the 
problem of aviation or livitation and | 
that great ships will float like soap. 

Several years ago Roy Norton; ina 
Jules Verne-like ndvel called ‘ The 
Vanishing Fleets,’’ solved the prob- 
lem of aviation, to the satisfaction 
of his readers, and the happy wind- 
ing up of his story, by the use ‘ of 
the insulation idea. Now comes a 
real scientisty and tells us that Nor- 
ton’s seemingly fantastic story was 
not fantastie at all, but quite with- 
in the pale of possibility. Thus the 
time may come when Norton’s float- 
ing-airships arc as commonplace as 
Jules Verne’s submarines are now.

KILLED LAST. FALL. 

In that campaign which was fought 
out “last September} .6dntinued Mr. 
Foster, the power of the gentleman 
opposite was killed and his party al- 
most destroyed ; but, like a busy bee 


| when the sun shines, storing its hon- 


ey, he, while in power, placed his 
party heelers in andther’ portion of 
the house to save him when he and 
his party were politically. dead. 

He has just told us that he is will- 
ing and glad to share the respon- 
sibility of killing this bill.

After a short delay black rod 
summoned the members to the upper 
chamber, and the proceedings of the 
commons were over for the session.

“We don’t know anything about 
gravitation,’’ said Prof. Wetzel in 
‘discussing the possibilities of insul- 
ation. ‘We know what it does, bu: 
we do not know what it is. Docs 
gravitation travel, as do rays of 
light? I think, some time, we shall 
prove that it does. 

“Is if: like electricity? Maybe it is 
electricity. It may be that all the 
objects in this world that we know 
arg only forms of electricity. 

“Sometimes, however, it. seems to 
me that gravitation is the opposite 
of electricity. If we place two clec- 
trified objects near together, currents 
of dlectricity pass out from them, 
and tend to force the two objects 
further apart. This repellent force of 
electricity is one of its chief char- 
acteristics. 

“But, if we place two unelectrified 
objects near each other, their ten- 
dency is to rush together, which is 
the opposite of the electrical tenden- 
cy. 

‘Now notice : If you place a_ piece 
of glass between two electrified ob- 
jects. the glass prevents the passage 
of the electrical currents, because 
gliss is a non-corductor of electric 
ity. 

“If gravitation is the opposite of 
electricity, it. is not ‘impossible that 
somewhere in the realm of nature 
there is a miterial that, acting like 
glass on electricity, will prevent the 
Passage of the currents of gravita- 
tion. In other words, somewhere 
there may be a material that will in- 
sulate objects so that neither tho 
earth nor other objects can attract 
them. 

“That would mean the mastery of 
the air. 

‘Tt is not impossible that in rare 
soils such a gravitation-insulating 
material may exist even now. We do 
not yet know that radium itself is 
not. this very material. 

“There are worlds of knowledge 
yet to be gained about gravitation.”

with the Dominion of Canada, in 
order that the same may be speedily 
adjusted and justice be done in all 
premises, was unanimously adopted 
by the house. : 

The resolution is. in connection 
with the grants of land these settlers 
were supposed to have received under 
the statutes but which so far, in 
spite of many petitions, have not 
been.given. The public ‘utilities’ bill 
was set down for its third and final 
reading on Saturday, but at the 
request of the opposition it was 
allowed to stand until Monday.
